General Wayne’s Scouts 


SEATTLE 


“Mad Anthony" Wayne’s memor¬ 
able victory over the Indians of the 
Northwest at Fallen Timbers on 
August 20th, 1794, which secured the 
peaceable possession of the North¬ 
west Territory to American settlers, 
was owing in part to the general's 
skillful use of scouts, who kept him 
informed of the movements of the 
enemy. The American forces had 
penetrated into the wilderness beyond 
hope of help in case of need; they 
were in the very heart of the Indian 
country beyond the scene of General 
Sinclair’s overwhelming defeat three 
years before. But never at any mo¬ 
ment, was there danger of a surprise 
attack. Wayne’s force of scouts, com¬ 
posed of friendly Indians and of white 
men as cunning in frontier warfare as 
the Indians themselves, swept through 
the sombre darkness of the wilderness 
into the camps of their watchful and 
treacherous foes. 

Among those spies were two bro¬ 
thers, Henry and Christopher Miller, 
whose history contains an incident ol 
peculiar interest. Both boys had 
been captured*by Indians and had 
grown to manhood among them. At 
last Henry decided to break away frofn 
his savage life and tried to persuade 
Christopher to return with him to the 
white settlements. But Christopher’s 
heart was with the Indians, and he 
refused to leave them. Henry had 
slipped quietly away and eventually 
joined General Wayne’s army on its 
march against the tribes of the Wes¬ 
tern Confederacy. 

In June, 1794, General Wayne was 
anxious to question'some Indian fresh 
from the ranks of his foes. Accord¬ 
ingly, .William Wells, Henry Miller, 
and a third spy named Robert Mc¬ 
Clellan, famous for his fleet ness of 
foot, were ordered to go out and bring 
in a live Indian. Slipping quietly 
through the .forest along the Auglaize 
River, they spied three Indians roast¬ 
ing vension by- a fire in an open space 
not far from the river bank. A fallen 
tree top enabled them to creep up un¬ 
observed to within seventy yards of 
their victims. It was agreed that 
Wells and Miller should fire at the 
two Indians farthest from the fire, 
and that McClellan should rush for 
ward and seize the third. 

As the two rifles rang out, the two 
Indians dropped in their tracks. Mc¬ 
Clellan bounded forward with only a 
tomahawk in his hand. Without 
waiting to regain his rifle, the remain¬ 
ing Indian ran for the river and 
leaped down the bluffs twenty feet to 
marshy ground. McClellan sprang 
after him and seized him before he 
could escape from the bog. The 
others soon came to the McClellan’s 
aid and found to their astonishment 
that their prisoner was a white man 
and no other than Miller’s own bro¬ 
ther, Christopher! 

The ^outs led their prisoner back 
to camp, where he soon became recon¬ 
ciled to the change, accepted, the 
whites as his comrades and took an 
active part in helping them win the 
battle of Fallen Timbers.

The Man-Cating Codfish 


Certainly the people of New Eng¬ 
land, if not many other persons, will 
be astonished to hear ota man-eating 
codfish. Fortunately, we hasten to 
add, the fish dees flot frequent any 
ofour coasts, but lives in the waters 
of the East Indies, where it is known 
as the goper. or grouper. In its 
prime, says Capt. C. Monckton in 
‘Some Experiences of a NewGuinea 
Resident Magistrate,” it grows to 
weigh several hundred pounds, and 
divers fear it more than they fear 
sharks. The huge codfish is afraid 
of nothing and will nose up to a diver 
smell round him until it discovers 
his naked hands, and'then will bite 
them off. The hands of the driver 
are the only part of his body that is 
outside the diving suit; the dress ends 
at the hands, and thick India-rubber 
bands that clasp the wrists tightly 
prevent water from entering the stiit. 

It a diver meets a large groper, the 
only thing for him to do is either to 
ascend twenty or thirty feet and drift 
out of sight of the shortsighted fish, 
or rise to the surface. If he rises, 
he can lower a dynamite cartridge, 
which will either kill or wound the 
monster or frighten it away. Divers 
have told me, and my own experience 
bears out the fact, that a groper, 
which is very sluggish, will never 
pursue a diver or leave the bottom. 

With the exception of thf octopus, 
the giant codfish is really the diver’s 
greatest enemy. No experienced 
diver is afraid of the shark, which at 
best is a cowardly scavenger and 
prefers to gorge on carrion rather 
than to kill its own prey. Even 
when hunger has made it bold, the 
diver can easily frighten it away by 
suddenly emitting air bubbles from 
the valve in his beluiat. 

The fish grow to an immense sizt. 
I have seen one that was so large 
that when its mouth -was open the 
lower jaw was on the bottom, and 
the upper jaw was above-the level 
of the diver's helmet!
